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Boxers break barriers in ring 


Women are making a big impact in the ring

rom the very first time Therese 
Frctitsne tried boxing, she 

absolutely loved it, but when 
the converted kickboxer began 
training at a small boxing club in 
Fredericton, N.B. 13 years ago, 
there was virtually no such thing 
as a female boxer. And folks 
weren't sure they wanted to see 
that change, either. Robataille 
found herself at ground zero in the 
battle of the sexes. Women won- 
dered if she had lost her senses. 
Men at the gym counterparts were 
immediately concerned with this 
fragile woman being hurt. 

“Oh God, at the beginning, it 
was always the concern over the 
breasts,” groans Robitaille, “which 
always blew my mind. The way 
that you box, the way that you 
hold your arms, the way that you 
hit — I don’t think I've ever been 
hit there. They make us wear these 
chest protectors anyway, so it’s 
sort of a non-issue. It’s funny 
because it’s always men who 
worry about our breasts. Men are 
really worried about women’s 
breasts.” 

Robitaille says that, while her 
arrival caused a sensation, her 
coach, an old military man named 
Louis LeJeune, put a stop to it 
right away. “He said to all of them, 














“When she’s here, she’s a boxer.

wouldn't let up,” she says. 

Women boxers have been get- 
ting a lot of ink lately. Laila Ali, 
daughter of boxing great Moham- 
med Ali, has recently kicked some 
ass in the ring. And in Washington 
state, a female boxer recently 
pounded her male opponent to 
gleeful shouts of “kill him, 
Margaret” from fans in the stands. 

But there’s nothing new about 
women boxers. Calgary’s Jamie 
Clampett began boxing when she 


voulez-vous... 
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was in high school seven years 
ago, with the solitary goal of get- 
ting fit. “The first fight kind of 
makes you or breaks you,” said 
the 23-year-old Clampett, describ- 
ing her own fiery fistic baptism. “I 
was probably only training for a 
month before I had my first fight 
and I had only sparred for a week 
prior to that. It was new, I was 
excited, the boxing club was excit- 
ed because they had never had 
any females before that. I liked 
sparring, but I was really the only 
person doing any of the hitting. 

“So I get to my first fight and the 
other girl is about three inches 
taller, a little bit heavier and a lit- 
tle bit scarier-looking than me. 
She pretty much beat the crap out 
of me.” The experience was hum- 
bling, “but it mostly just pissed me 
off. I learned so much from that 
and it just made me want to train 
more.” 

In the time since, the 34-year- 
old Robitaille became the world’s 
first sanctioned amateur female 
boxer. She fought and won a total 
of 16 amateur bouts, turned pro in 
1996, and then took a sabbatical 
from which she has just recently 
returned. Clampett has also enjoy- 
ed a successful amateur career, 
winning two national champi- 
onships and travelling internation- 
ally to compete. She just got her 
professional license in July and 
will fight her first professional 
bout this weekend, as part of an 
undercard along with local fight- 
ters Susan Haas, Amy Johnston, 
Vanessa Bradford and Heather 
Rose. (The main event is a pro 
bout for the Commonwealth 
championship, with local Tony 
Bedea taking on Aussie Gavin 
Topp. The fights start at 7 p.m. 
Nov. 19 at the Shaw Conference 
Centre.) 

But somebody’s always gotta be 
the groundbreaker and both 
women have endured chauvinism 
regarding female fighters. Sweet? 
Science? Sure, absolutely, but it 
still wasn’t any place for chicks. 

“We might not be able to have 
children; we're not good at it; we 
shouldn’t wreck our pretty faces,” 
recites Clampett drolly. 

Also: the poor dears are going 
to get exploited, used to sell tick- 
ets — you know, like male boxers. 

Bach feels that misgivings about 
boxing, especially involving 
women, go back to the misconcep- 
tion that boxing is mostly blood 
sport and spectacle. The only way 
to put the lie to such myths, says 
Robitaille, is to keep doing it and 
keep doing it well. “The more that 
women show that they can actual- 
ly box, the more seriously avid 
boxing spectators will take them. 
And that’s what’s happening. 
‘Women are showing that they 
have a lot of skill and they can put 


on as good a show as men. They're

she says “Maybe, if someone gets 
in a REALLY good shot, they can 
knock you out or break your nose 
or something, but that is very rare. 
When someone's getting the crap 
beat out of them, the referee is in 
there, giving them a standing eight 
count or stopping the fight, or 
their coaches throw in the towel.” 

Johnson's father, Mike, a boxing 
coach and sometimes promoter, 
says women’s boxing is growing 
like the ear tree in Mike Tyson's 
stomach. In 2001, there’s the first 
world championship for females, 
and a drive is on to make women’s 
boxing an Olympic sport by 2004. 
As housewives, professional 
women and teenagers, like his 
daughter, and 14-year-old St. 
Albertan Susan Haas pour into the 
sport, Johnson predicts there will 
be equal numbers of men and 
women in the sport by 2005. 

“For most of the women we 
see,” said Ryan Lawley of Edmon- 
ton’s Panther Gym, “boxing pro- 
vides an interesting alternative to 
aerobics classes, and the self- 
defence thing doesn’t hurt either.” 
Few pursue the sport beyond the 
training itself or perhaps some 
light sparring, but regardless of

pendent streak. 

“When he was in Grade 11, Rick 
got a new electric wheelchair and 
that spelled freedom for him,” said 
May. “He skipped school every 
day. He’d just head .down-to 
Kingsway-Gardén Mall and hang 
out. It was just ‘get up and go!” 

“They suspended him, and then 
he went to live in a group home for 
a short while, but when it started 
that they could rent their own 
quarters and hire their own care- 
givers, he went right for that.” 

While Bertram lived at the Glen- 
rose, he became friends with the 
Saidler family — in fact, he pretty 
much became a member of the 
family. Donna Saidler, who had 
suffered with polio during her 
youth, worked as a volunteer at 
the Glenrose. That’s when, in her 
early teens, she met Rick. 

“IT was 12 or 13 when I started 
volunteering at the Glenrose, and 
Rick was eight. And that Christ- 
mas, all the families had taken 
their children home for the holi- 
days and Rick was the only child 
left on the ward at the school, 
because of his family — he was 
abandoned,” she said. 

“So I went home crying and I 
told my mom ‘this little boy has no 
where to go for Christmas’ and 
that was it — she decided right 
then that Rick was going to come 
home with us for Christmas. So he 
was part of our family for 20 
years.” 

For years the family took Bert- 
ram home for Christmas and 
Easter holidays. Saidler’s mother, 
Irene, loved him. 

“My mom had a heart of gold. 
There were six of us in a two-bed- 
room house — we weren't well off 
— but there was no way she’d let 
him stay in a hospital by himself.” 

Even in recent years, Bertram 
joined them for Christmas dinners, 
arriving and departing on his own. 

Bertram lived in poverty. He 
worked from 1994 - 1996 as a ven- 
dor for Our Voice, a monthly pub- 
lication sold on the streets, but left 
the job because he felt he’d make 
more money panhandling. 

But it was a hard life, says 
Brandy Roberts, who worked as 
Bertram’s caregiver in 1996 and 
1997. When Bertram moved to her 
house, she said, he was in rough 
shape, undernourished and suffer- 
ing poor hygiene. Roberts feels the 
year Bertram spent at her home 
was happy. 

He got back to a regular sched- 
ule, ate properly and began to 
organize a trip to Vancouver to 
visit his estranged sister. When 
those plans fell apart, Bertram 
gladly accepted Roberts’ offer to 
take him on vacation to the U.S., 
where Roberts had family. He 
made the trip with Roberts, tour- 
ing Montana, Idaho, Washington 
and British Columbia. ; 

He left Roberts’ home in 
October of 1997 because of a con- 
flict in schedules — Bertram want- 
ed to come and go as he pleased,

blind faith in our police. It ignores 
a principle of law: that you are 
innocent until proven guilty. 

The scheme isn’t new. Manitoba 
has been handling .08 offences this 
way for about 10 years now and its 
legislation has survived all manner 
of challenges. And it’s been effec- 
tive, too. The regulations have 
resulted in a 26-per-cent reduction 
in the number of single-vehicle 
night-time crashes, a 12 per-cent 
decrease in traffic fatalities, and a 
44 per-cent decline in the number 
of repeat impaired-driving 
offences within four years of con- 
viction. Those are good stats. 

Drunk driving remains a prob- 
lem in this country, despite the 
great progress we’ve made with 
public education programs. In 
Edmonton alone there were close 
to 5,000 impaired-driving-related 
charges last year, plus some 900 
24-hour suspensions. But a more 
convincing argument than the 
numbers is the simple fact that 
people die. 

Now, these changes are being 
made with the very best of inten- 
tions. But they are, in short, stu- 
pid. In a province that has just 
decided it’s illegal to ride in the 
back of a pickup truck — under

ust as the big Christmas Check 
Jee campaign is about to get 

under way, the Alberta govern- 
ment is gearing up to enforce new 
rules that will convict you of 
drunk driving before you've even 
set foot in a court of law. Starting 
Dee. 1, anyone who blows over the 
legal blood-alcohol limit or is 
charged with refusing to provide a 
breath sample, faces an automatic 
three-month licence suspension. 
That's automatic, as in: Go directly 
to jail. Do not pass Go, do not col- 
lect $200, you guilty sonofabitch! 

The idea is to deter drung dri- 
ving. It would work like this: you 
blow over .08 or refuse to provide 
a breath sample and the cops con- 
fiscate your licence. Then you get 
a permit allowing you to drive for 
21 days, giving you three weeks to 
score a bus pass. You'll still have 
to go to court to face the charges 
laid against you — but you're also 
getting the three-month suspen- 
sion, for being dumb. 

But let’s step back for a second 
on this issue and state clearly that 
drinking and driving is reprehensi- 
ble conduct. However, it is also 
immoral and reprehensible to pun- 
ish people who are accused of a 
crime. The change in provincial 
law demonstrates an unhealthy, — the offence is punishable by a $57 
carts full of canned goods and bot- 
tled water, looking sheepish, { 
amused, and defensive all at the 
same time. “Well, you know, it’s 
just in case...” 

In the game of Blackjack, the 
insurance bet is a bad-odds wager. 
Not so in life. The CEO of Evian is 
probably ordering that 75 foot plat-

While Québec is a valid nation, 
Scowen’s Canada is a collection of 
recent immigrants who need to 
knit themselves together with an 
ahistorical civil/political alliance 
built on the “noble ideal of consti- 
tution and law.”

Nice bit of rhetoric, but an 
assertion that Scowen can’t and 
won't validate. When pressed he 
gets indignant and changes the 
subject. He argues the six genera- 
tions his family has invested in 
Québec is “historical” while the 
five generations my family has 
spent in Western Canada (dating 
back to 1890) are not. Call it 
Scowen's bizzaro world where two 
centuries and half the time my 
family spent in Québec is “history” 
while the last century spent in the 
west isn’t?!

Obviously no fan of Anthony 
Robbins, Scowen starts with a neg- 
ative proposition and asserts that 














Canada as it currently exists is a 
deeply troubled place. Building on 
that initial premise, Scowen mod- 
estly tells me he’s putiing forth 
“some element of an answer” — 
the most radical solution to the 
federation’s problems imaginable: 
dissolving Confederation outright. 

Scowen doesn’t believe the 
national moment in Québec is 
spent. 

“The Québec people won't go 
for it,” he concludes. “Only 10-per- 
cent of them accept Canada as it 
is. It’s an unhealthy situation for 
the rest of the country.” 

All the more reason, I guess, for 
us to cut off our federalist nose to 
spite our nationalist face.

Artopia celebrates the survival of an arts space with drinks, dancing and door prizes

riters may do well with just a 
ane room of their own, but 

visual artists often need a lit- 
tle more creative elbow room: 
hence the artist’s studio. 

“Studios are paramount to the 
development of the artist’s work,” 
says Todd Janes, executive direc- 
tor of Latitude 53 Gallery, an artist- 
run organization that provides stu- 
dio space for 50 artists in the his- 
toric Great West Saddlery Building 
(10137 - 104 St.) in partnership 
with SNAP (Society of Northern 
Alberta Printmakers). “It’s impor- 
tant to have space set aside for 
them to work in an uninterrupted 





way. The studio can also be vital 
for simple, practical reasons as 
well — for example, needing the 
physical space to let your work 
dry or being able to leave out your 
materials and have them where 
you need them.” 

Studios also provide artists 
engaged in predominantly solitary 
practice a vital community, says 
writer David Thomas, one of the 
organizers of Artopia, a collabora- 
tion of local artists — visual, 
dancers, actors, writers, photo- 
artists — formed to raise aware- 
ness of the Phillips Building 
(10169-104 St.) as a venue for 
artist’s studios. 


“For an artist, having a studio is 
like having an office and helps you 
separate your private from your 
public life as well as give you the 
community of other artists. You 
can’t help but get stuff done in this 
kind of atmosphere.” 

Thomas, who himself has a stu- 
dio in the Phillips Building, moved 
in last October when the building 
was only a quarter full and on the 
verge of being demolished. 

“The owners couldn’t atford to 
keep it open and since we believed 
that downtown didn’t need anoth- 
er parking lot, we formed Artopia 
to see how we could make the 
building work, to keep it viable.

“The short-term solution was to 
fill the building and generate the 
revenue to keep it viable, have it 
break even,” explains Thomas, 
whose group rapidly met that goal 
and earned their beloved Depres- 
sion-era building a reprieve. “We 
planned on having an event to help 
us rent studios, but we managed to 
fill the building even before we 
had the party — so we’re going on 
with the event but as a celebra- 
tion.” 

Hence Artopia: The Party. Start- 
ing at 7 p.m. on Nov. 20, the sec- 
ond floor of the Phillips Building 
opens its doors to the general pub- 
lic. Thomas says visitors to the

His main characters are still a 
pair of wise-ass slackers (one sen- 
sitive, one crass) — but this time 
they happen to be fallen angels in 
search of a loophole that would let 
them back into Heaven.

Rock), the unsung 13th apostle, 
and two prophets, who turn out to 
be Smith film regulars, Jay (Jason 
Mewes) and Silent Bob (Smith).

Dogma is almost fast, funny and 
thought-provoking enough to 
deserve a cinematic sainthood. But 
it falters on the path to glory due 
to Smith’s need to explain all his 
Catholic terms, figures and inspira- 
tions. Smith’s script, talky to start 
with, grinds to a halt every time a 
new character is introduced. Linda 
Fiorentino’s role (supposedly a 
Catholic) is reduced to a series of 
dull and repetitive questions.

ou have to take supermodels-

But so what? Milla turns in a 
decent performance as Jeanne and 
the film becomes something more 
than a vanity project for the for- 
mer Jovovich-Bessons (the two 
recently separated). She is helped 
out by the venerable John 
Malkovich (as in Being . . . ) as the 
Dauphin, Faye Dunaway (China- 
town, among other fabulous 
movies) as his bitchy mother-in- 
law, and guess Dustin Hoffman 
plays Jeanne’s conscience. 

Plus, Luc Besson’s a pretty styl- 
ish guy. The best part of The Fifth 
Element was the design of the cos- 
tumes and sets. But even without 
the benefit of Gauthier-designed 
stewardesses, he manages to make 
things look pretty good — watch 
the young Jeanne run through 
fields of poppies, canola and 
lavender.

Underneath the cute outfits is 
the story of a young woman dis- 
covering her power. This Joan is 
no passive martyr; she’s pretty 
intense. She is agitated, screaming 
for victory and driven to madness 
by her doubt. 

Jovovich plays her not merely as 
a religious zealot or as a mere pup- 
pet of God, but as an interpreter of 
God’s signs. She who interprets 
the truth controls meaning — 
which in turn can influence people 
to, say, go see a movie. However, 
this can lead to misinterpretation, 
which is what Jeanne ultimately 
must grapple with. How can one 
obey God while breaking His com- 
mandments (namely, thou shalt 
not kill)? How can anyone justify 
violence in the name of peace? 

These are timely questions, not 
only in the 1400s, but also in 1999 
in the context of Bosnia or the 
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Gulf War. Besson gives us a hint of 
that subtext in Jeanne’s visions: 
the scream of military planes fly- 
ing in formation accompanies the 
usual manifestations of a divine 
visitation. 

There is also a strong feminist 
sensibility to this story. The men in 
charge all dismiss her simply 
because she is a girl, so she cuts 
her hair and dresses like a man to 
be taken seriously. Then they don’t 
like that. They invite her to con- 
tribute, expecting her to be com- 
pletely incompetent, but then pun- 
ish her for doing so well. She is 
criticized for having traits (selfish- 
ness, cruelty, pride, stubbornness) 
that her male judges in the church 
and court all exhibit and get away 
with. Instead of calling her gifted, 
they call her insane, a witch, and a 
heretic. You don’t have to be hard- 
core to agree that judging a per- 
son’s ability on the basis of sex is 
wrong and that it’s really a shame 
when you're the direct line to God. 

This is a thoroughly modern 
Joan of Arc and it carves an inter- 
esting niche for itself. It may suffer 
in comparison with some of the 
other Joans, like George Bernard 
Shaw’s play or the silent film ver- 
sion The Passion of Joan of Arc 
(which drove that Joan insane). 
Overall, it’s not great cinema, but 
as a cultural artifact it’s pretty 
good.

ve never been a fan of super- 
large restaurant dining rooms. 
I know that paints me as a culi- 
nary dinosaur, but given - my 
druthers (and I do like my 
druthers) ll take an intimate din- 
ing experience any day of the 
week, 

Which is why I was so thrilled 
with my recent visit to the Red Ox 
Inn (9420-91 St.). It was like dis- 
covering an annex to paradise: a 
tiny, perfect eating experience. 

This. nine-table restaurant has 
been a culinary staple in River City 
for years now for very good rea- 
son. It reminds me of a couple of 
small neighborhood restaurants [| 
used to haunt when I lived in 
Toronto, most notably a place 
called Loons in the Beaches. You 
know what I mean, genteel places, 
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11223 Jasper Avenue 
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soft colors, lots of wood and fab- 
ric, stained glass detailing and a 
funky faux-western wood panel 
building facade. The emphasis, 
dear reader, is on comfort, familiar 
dishes and more that reasonable 
price-points (a Ribeye for $16.95, a 
half-rack of Lamb or a Pork 
Tenderloin for $17.95). 

We were totally ravenous, so the 
night we visited, Ray and I decided 
to split the special appetizer 
(Grilled Quail. on Couscous), as 
well as order two of the substan- 
tial entrées (me the Pork, Ray the 
Ribeye). And given that we'd had a 
hard day the server also helped us 
pick a fruity, round wine that 
would go well with the meal, in 
this case a 1998 Beaujolais. 

The food came to our table with 
enviable speed and was prepared 
with boundless precision.
